"Put him out,” "Shut up,” "Free | 
speech,” came from all parts of the 
hall. 
Toastmaster N. C. Wright of the j 
Cleveland Leader hammered in vain 
for order, while Mr. Williams stood 
impassive but obstinate and waited 
with folded arms to bo heard.

Those having power should exercise it 
justly, kindly and moderately. 
That 
makes their acts all the more effec­ 
tive. 
I measure my words in saying 
your power for good is immense. Your 
power for evil is not as great as some 
may think. 
That is especially so 
when any of you deliberately try to do 
evil by falsehood or mere scandal. 
“ The public official who tries his 
hest to do right, and who knows how­ 
to do right, for both of these essential 
things do not always exist in the same 
public official, (annot be hurt by you. 
Some may abuse him, even lie about 
him, but they are powerless to hurt 
him. 
You can neither make nor un­ 
make an honest and competent offi­ 
cial. 
The press as a whole is just to 
public officials. 
When the election is 
over its wholesome wish is to see that 
toe one who is elected gives good gov­ 
ernment, and to help him do so. 
In 
that just frame of mind you often for­ 
bear much. 
This is true of all honest 
and unselfish publishers and editors. 


Disgraces Journalism. 


Put if a publisher or editor be him­ 
self a perennial office seeker, he may 
desire to assassinate every one whom 
he thinks in his way, and then, alas, 
what a disgrace he brings upon jour­ 
nalism. A newspaper proprietor or ed­ 
itor who is simply bent on cutting 
throats is an awful spectacle. 
In no 
nook or corner of his head or heart is 
there tile slightest sense of truth or 
justice. 
W e may pity him, but can­ 
not in the interests of public moral­ 
ity and decency remain silent about 
him.
